Witnesses Clash Over 
"Kerosene Smell" in Car 


Fire March 22 


MANY GO ON STAND 


Defense Meets Prosecution 


With 13 Witnesses 


of Its Own

ARKADKLPHIA, Ark — The case 


of Regnild Beardcn of Hope, former 
chief field cieptuy sheriff of Hemp- 
stead county, on trial in Clark cir- 
cuit court since Tuesday for arson 
in the burning of an automobile 
nea'r Gurdon March' 22, was given to 
the jury at noon Wednesday. 


Prosecution witnesses presented by 


Prosecutor Dick Huie, who was as- 
sisted by Sate Pire Marshall Guy 
Williams, said they smelled kerosene 
on Bearden's clothes after the fire. 


The defense, represented by Attorney 


Lyle Brown, put 13 witnesses on the 
stand denying Bearden had gasoline on 
his clothes and testifying to the gen- 
eral good character of the former 
deputy. 


The Rev. G. F. C. Crane, preacher 


who lives near the highway a mile 
north of Gurdon, where the fire oc- 
cured was put on the stand by the pro- 
secution to testify that he saw the flam- 
es break out in the body of the car. 


Deputy Sheriff J. S. Sheppard of 


Clark county, who lives at Gurdon, 
testified that he inspected the ruins 
of the automobile the day after the 
fire and smelled kerosene. 


The prosecution introduced a labor- 


atory report from Dr. W. F. Mangel, 
dorf of Little Rock stating that cot- 
ton padding taken from the wreck- 
ed automobile yielded one ounce of 
kerosene per pound of cotton, and 
tendant 
at 
Gurdon, also testified 


that the -kerosene had been placed 
on the padding before the fire. 


Earl Jarvis, former Hope cafe op- 


erator now sewing an arson term in 
the state penitentiary for the burn- 
ing of an hotel at Ashdown, was 
brought in as a prosecution witness. 
Jarvis said that on the night of March 
22, ihe date of the fire, Bearden 
came into Hope cafe with the smell 
of kerosene on his clothes. 
Jarvis 


also testified Bearden had told him 
he was going to bum the car. 


The Defense 


First of the defense witnesses was 


Ann Floyd, waitress at a cafe near 
Arkadelphia. 
She testified Bearden 


ate there March 22 and she smelled no 
kerosene on him. 


Freeman Griffin, filling station at- 


Bearden stopped at his place of busi- 
ness, and there was no kerosene on 
his clothes. 


Dave 
Malcolm, Gurdon 
fireman, 


testified to putting 48 gallons of chemi- 
cals on the car to extinguish the 
fire, and that he was close to Bear- 
den but found no evidence of kero- 
sene. 
Malcolm also said he saw a 


black mark on Bearden's hand where 
the former deputy said he was burned 
in trying to loosen some wires in 
the flaming car. 
Hit fas Clark, another filling station 
man at Gurdon, said he drove Bear, 
den hack to Hope after the fire, and 
there was no kerosene on him.

WASHINGTON. - >.-t'; - The Inter- 


lerstate Cmmerce Cnimissin anminc- 
ed Tuesday it would attempt to bring 
the nation's complicated freight rate 
structure up t date. 


It ordered a general investigation of 


rail and water class rates, except in 
mountain Pacific terito.-y and in trans- 
continental traffic, and calls an in- 
vestigation of freight classifications by 
rail and water. 
One official indict- 


ed that he thought the investigation 
might requue several years. 


The commission said the investigation 


would be m.ide 'with a view to pi-es- 
cribing such niU'j ami classifications 
as may be found to be justified." 


The investigation will caver the in. 


trnnd inter-territorial class rate struc- 
tures in Northern. Southern. South- 
western and Western trunk-line ter- 
ritories. 


Class rates apply t6 alt shipments 


which do not move under commodity 
rates. They apply to traffic generally 
called merchandise, while commodity 
rates apply generally to heavy, low- 
rated commodities such as coal. 


One commission official 
estimated 


that about 50 per cent of the tonnage 
in Northern territory moved on class 
rates but that the percentage was con- 
iiderably smaller in other territories. 


The present class rate structure fre- 


quently has been criticized. The South 
especially has objected to the class 
rates applying to shipments into the 
North. 
These inter-tjrritorial 
rates 


are considerably higher than the rat- 
es within the North. The South con- 
tends it should have the same rates 
on its shipments into the North, mib- 
age considered as apply on shipments 
entirely within the North.
